Meet  Agawam's  New 


TOWN  MANAGER 


The  citizens  of  Agawam 
have  a  new  Town  Manager. 
Mr.  Peter  Caputo,  43,  was 
voted  into  the  position  by  a 


14-1  vote  at  the  special  Town 
Meeting  held  on  Wednesday, 
February  1,  1978. 

More  than  six  hundred 
resumes  were  submitted  to 
the  town,  and  a  special  search 
committee  narrowed  the  field 
down  to  two.  After  great 
deliberation  and  some  de¬ 
bate,  the  Town  Council  voted 
to  offer  the  job  to  Peter 
Caputo.  Many  of  the  council¬ 
ors  have  stated  that  Caputo 
was  definitely  their  first 
choice. 

Caputo  is  originally  from 
New  York  City  where  he  grew 
up.  While  in  the  Air  Force, 
where  he  served  for  six  years, 
he  was  attached  to  the  office 
of  Information  and  Educa¬ 
tion.  He  attended  Rochdale 
College,  Oklahoma  A  &  M, 
and  Michigan  State  Univer¬ 
sity.  He  holds  a  Bachelor  of 
Arts  degree  from  Rochdale 
and  has  obtained  sufficient 
credits  for  his  Masters 
Degree. 

At  the  age  of  twenty-five,  he 
was  appointed  Chief  of  Police 
of  Roosevelt  Park,  Michigan. 
He  had  the  distinguished 
honor  of  being  the  youngest 
Chief  of  Police  in  the  country 
during  his  tenure. 

From  1962  to  1965  he  was  a 


Municipal  Business  and 
Security  Consultant  in 
Boulder,  Colorado.  This  ex¬ 
perience  laid  the  groundwork 
for  his  next  two  positions-that 
of  Assistant  City  Manager 


and  City  Clerk  in  Grosse 
Pointe  Farms,  Michigan,  and 
of  City  Clerk  in  Ypsilanti, 
Michigan.  In  1971  he  was 
appointed  City  Manager  of 
Ypsilanti. 

His  last  assignment  before 
coming  to  Agawam  was  as 
City  Manager  of  Schnectady, 
New  York  from  1973  to  1977. 
Citizens  of  Schenectady  have 
nothing  but  the  highest  of 
praise  for  Mr.  Caputo‘s 
abilities.  It  has  been  said  that 
he  was  a  strong,  agressive 
administrator  who  did  much 
for  the  city  of  Schenectady  in 
the  way  of  government  re¬ 
organization,  city  redevelop¬ 
ment  and  public  relations. 

Caputo’s  first  task  when  he 
begins  his  new  job  in 
Agawam  will  be  to  prepare 
the  fiscal  budget.  This  major 
responsibility  coupled  with 
the  relocation  process  he 
faces  will  surely  be  a  test  of 
his  strength  and  endurance. 

He  faces  his  new  responsi¬ 
bilities  with  vigor  and 
enthusiasm.  He  is  a  strong 
believer  in  the  Democratic 
process  of  government  and  is 
confident  that  he  and  the 
Town  Council  will  be  able  to 
work  together  for  the  benefit 
of  the  town-  and  it‘s  citizens. 
Mr.  Caputo  and  his  wife  have 
four  children,  and  he  hopes  to 
get  his  family  settled  in 
Agawam  and  quickly  as 
possible.  In  the  meantime, 
the  Town  Council  voted  to 
pay  for  Caputo’s  living  ex¬ 
penses  for  three  weeks  to  a 
maximum  of  six  hundred 

dollars.  Under  Agawam's 
present  charter,  a  new  Town 
Manager  has  a  year  from  date 
of  hire  to  relocate  to  the  town. 


“  Good  comments  will  be 
brought  before  the  Council... 
bad  ones  will  not.”  Caputo 
indicated  that  he  is  a  “shirt 
sleeve  manager”  who  likes  to 
get  to  know  all  the  citizens  of 
the  town.  “Schenectady  was 
too  large  but  Agawam  is  just 
the  right  size  for  this. 
Agawam  has  a  lot  going  for 
it. ..nationally  recognized  in¬ 
dustry  as  well  as  a  nice 
residential  community."  He 
also  indicated  that  he  was 
very  surprised  and  pleased 
with  the  involvement  in  the 
town  by  the  citizens  of 
Agawam.  He  stated  that  he 
is  looking  forward  to  working 
with  all  of  the  citizens

Mr.  Caputo  indicated  in  a 
telephone  conversation  that 
he  was  extremely  pleased  "to 
have  been  chosed  by  the 
Town  Council  to  become  the 
next  Town  Manager.  “The 
success  of  the  town  will  be  a 
municipal  management  ef¬ 
fort,  with  the  manager,  coun¬ 
cil,  department  heads  and  all 
the  employees  helping.  The 
council  will  set  the  policies 
and  the  Manager  will  carry 
them  out.”  He  indicated  that 
while  in  office  he  will  have  an 
"Open  Door  Policy  with  all 
citizen  groups  of  Agawam”. 
He  stated  that  in  his  many 
years  of  municipal  govern¬ 
ment,  he  has  learned  that 
“the  best  quality  of  a  good 
administrator  is  to  be  a  good 
listner."

Survivors  in  Indio 

Lions  Clubs  in  the  communi¬ 
ties  of  Agawam,  Southwick, 
West  Springfield  and  other 
area  towns  are  part  of  a 
special  Lions-CARE  partner¬ 
ship  program  which  will 
provide  reconstruction  and 
rehabilitation  aid  to  homeless 
cyclone  survivors  in  south¬ 
eastern  India  during  1978. 

Under  the  leadership  of 
Lions  Distruct  33-Y,  Governor 
John  Green  of  Worthington 
and  District  CARE  Chairman 
John  Delmolino  of  Cheshire, 
nearly  60  Lions  Clubs  in 
western  Massachusetts  have 
pledged  a  financial  goal  of 
$500  to  be  donated  to  CARE 
before  June  of  1978. 

Richard  Calandrella, 
CARE’s  Director  of  Develop¬ 
ment  in  New  England, 
reported  that  CARE  has  com¬ 
mitted  more  than  $2.5  million 
worth  of  aid  to  help  the 
estimated  2  million  people 
who  survived  cyclonic  winds 
and  tidal  waves  in  the  states 
of  Andhra  Pradesh  and  Tamil 
Nadu  in  mid  November  1977.

The  Connelly  Report 

The  second  half  of  the  1977-1978  Legislative  Session  will 
begin  in  earnest  on  Monday,  February  6,  1978. 

Major  consideration  and  action  will  center  on  passage  of  a 
Worcester  County  budget  for  this  fiscal  year.  An  overridden 
veto  and  subsequent  amendments  by  the  govenor  failed  to 
get  by  prior  to  the  end  of  the  1977  session.  As  a  result, 
Worcester  County  is  operating  on  a  month  to  month  version 
of  last  year's  budget  which  constitutes  an  undue  hardship. 
A  new  version  agreeable  to  all  should  pass  through  quickly. 

Court  Reform  will  be  on  the  floor  for  debate  the  following 
week  and  I  do  not  anticipate  great  trouble  in  it’s  passage 
this  time.  Most  of  the  legislators  from  the  western  part  of 
the  Commonwealth  voted  against  the  bill  because  the 
financing  of  the  cost  of  the  courts  takeover  by  the 
Commonwealth  was  merely  referred  to  and  was  not  firm  in 
the  designation  of  fiscal  distribution.  With  approximately 
47%  of  the  funding  earmarked  for  Middlesex  and  Suffolk 
(city  of  Boston)  counties,  it  became  very  apparent  that  four 
Western  counties  could  receive  short  shrift  in  the 
distribution.  We  have  been  assured  that  adequate  provision 
is  contained  in  this  new  version  to  guarantee  equitable 
distribution  of  cost  and,  therefore,  credit. 

The  Governor’s  budget  message  requiring  some  4.76 
billion  for  fiscal  1979  will  have  the  required  public  hearings 
commence  probably  during  the  last  week  of  February. 
Aside  from  the  inevitable  confrontation  of  philosphy  which 
will  arise  in  the  area  of  increased  local  aid  versus  cutting  of 
the  massive  tax  program  passed  in  1975,  I  would  expect  the 
budget  to  pass  during  early  June.  More  on  this  as  the 
hearings  and  debat  progress.

Construction  of  New  Agawam  Library  Begins 


Miss  Donna  Campbell, 
acting  director  of  Agawam 
Public  Libraries,  announced 
last  week  that  the  new  library 
which  will  be  located  on  a  lot 
next  to  the  Agawam  High 
School,  is  scheduled  for  com¬ 
pletion  in  September,  1978. 
Contractors  for  the  new 
library  will  be  Fontaine 
Brothers  of  Springfield. 

Approximately  90%  of  the 
$800,000  cost  of  the  new 
facility  is  being  paid  for  by  a 
Federal  grant.  The  remaining 
monies  will  be  paid  from  the 
town’s  library  funds. 

Miss  Campbell  stated  that 
after  the  opening  of  the  new 
library,  either  the  Center 
Library  or  the  Agawam  Public

Library  in  Feeding  Hills  will 
be  closed.  But  she  also  said 
that  eventually  both  libraries 
will  be  closed  once  the  new 
facility  is  in  full  use. 

"We  would  very  much  like 
to  add  new  equipment  to  the 
new  library,  but  this  would 
have  to  be  added  slowly  as 
the  need  for  it  arises.  All  of 
this  would  have  to  be  worked 
into  the  library  budget”, 
Miss  Campbell  said. 

Mr.  Alfred  P.  Casella,  the 
architect  for  the  library,  said 
that  the  building  will  cover 
approximately  16,000  square 
feet,  and  will  be  built  on  a 
one-floor  split  level  basis. 
Underneath  the  main  floor,  a 
cellar  will  be  built  for  dead 


storage. 

The  main  floor  of  the  facility 
will  contain  a  Community 
Room  to  be  used  for  town  and 
civic  gatherings  and  a  Read¬ 
ing  Room  for  the  general 
public's  use.  A  Conference 
Room  and  a  work  room  will  be 
built  for  the  library  staff. 

The  construction  site  has 
lain  dormant  for  the  past  few 
months,  with  no  work  being 
done  except  the  digging  of 
the  foundation. 

Mr.  Casella  commented, 
“According  to  the  contractors 
no  money  whatsoever  has 
been  lost  over  the  winter.  In 
fact,  the  contractor  also 
believes  there  is  something 
gained  if  construction  begins 


in  the  spring.” 

Mr.  Casella  went  on  to 
emphasize  the  fact  that  the 
cement  might  freeze  if  it  were 
poured  in  the  winter,  thus 
providing  a  weak  foundation 
once  the  spring  thaw  was 
upon  us. 

The  new  library  facility  is 
expected  to  have  it’s  own 
parking  lot  away  from  the 
high  school  and  will  have 
street  lights  for  night  library 
parking  hours. 


Moss*  Preschool  Children  in  Traffic  Safety  Program 


The  Governor’s  Highway 
Safety  Bureau  in  cooperation 
with  the  Mass.  Division  of  the 
American  Automobile  Assoc, 
today  launched  a  new  traffic 
safety  program  for  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  preschool  children. 

In  a  statement  announcing 
the  program,  Goc.  Michael  S. 
Dukakis  said:  "This  is  the 
first  of  its  kind  child  safety 
program  to  be  conducted  on  a 
statewide  scale.  We  are 
highly  pleased  it  is  being 
done  here  in  Massachusetts. 
It  is  designed  to  help  reduce 
pedestrian  accidents  among 
children  under  six  years  of 
age. 

Called  the  Massachusetts 
PRESCHOOL  CHILDREN  IN 
TRAFFIC  Safety  Program,  it 
is  aimed  primarily  at  parents, 
as  well  as  others  who  can 
instruct  young  children.  It 
provides,  free  of  charge, 
teaching  materials  to  train 
children  to  develop  safer 
habits." 

Gov.  Dukakis  pointed  out 
that  children  under  age  six 
are  by  far  the  most  common 
victims  of  pedestrian  acci¬ 
dents.  "This  age  group  faces 
tremendous  odds,”  he  said. 

“They  are  involved  in  23% 
of  all  pedestrian  accidents 
but  represent  only  9%  of  the 
population.  The  ability  of 
very  young  children  to  per¬ 
ceive  dangers  and  act 
accordingly  is  not  fully  deve¬ 
loped,  so  every  traffic 
encounter  carries  a  high  risk. 

PRESCHOOL  CHILDREN 
IN  TRAFFIC  is  a  unique 
program  developed  by  the 
American  Automobile  Assoc, 
which  has  a  long  history  of 
leadership  in  traffic  safety,” 
the  Governor  said.  "I  am 
pleased  to  endorse  this  pro¬ 


age  six.” 

John  J.  Quigley,  General 
Manager  of  Mass.  Division 
AAA  said:  "Our  new  pro¬ 
gram  enables  young  children 
to  learn-by-doing  under  adult 
supervision  using  the 
especially  prepared  teaching 
materials.  This  replaces  the 
old  and  dangerous  trial  and 
error  method  through  which 
youngsters  were  left  pretty 
much  on  their  own  to  find  out 
about  traffic  hazards. 

"The  teaching  program 
consists  of  an  attractively 
packaged  set  of  five  booklets. 
One  is  Parents’  Guide  for 
Action,  which  explains  why 
and  how  the  entire  teaching 
effort  should  be  undertaken. 
The  other  four  booklets  are 
designed  for  parents  to  use 
with  children.  The  series 
includes  simple  language  and 
drawings  to  illustrate  the 
dangers  and  characteristics  of 
streets  and  traffic.  The  books 
are  to  be  used  progres¬ 
sively.  As  children  learn  the 
lessons  of  one,  they  move  on 
to  the  next.” 

Quigley  explained  that  the 
learning  goes  both  ways. 
“Preschoolers  are  taught  to 
deal  with  traffic  to  the  extent 
their  capabilities  allow,”  he 
said.  "Parents,  grandparents 
teachers,  older  brothers  and 
sisters  are  taught  to  under¬ 
stand  the  reasons  children 


have  difficulty  when  dealing 
with  traffic. 

“At  the  same  time,  adults 
are  reminded  of  the  fact  that 
teaching  must  not  be  a  ‘Don’t 
do  as  I  do,  do  as  I  say’ 
proposition  and  that  they 
must  make  a  conscious  effort 
to  wait  for  lights,  cross  at  the 
crosswalks,  and  generally 
obey  all  pedestrian  safety 
rules.  This  semi-voluntary 
correction  of  bad  habits 
inevitably  improves  the 
adult’s  traffic  behavior. 

“The  program  is  primarily 
aimed  at  parents,  but  it  has 
been  designed  to  be  used  in 


nursery  schools,  kindergar¬ 
tens,  and  child  care  centers 
as  well. 

“Funding  for  the  Mass. 
PRESCHOOL  CHILDREN  IN 
TRAFFIC  Safety  Program  has 
been  provided  by  the 
Governor’s  Highway  Safety 
Bureau.  Distribution  of  the 
sets  of  booklets  will  be 
primarily  through  police 
departments.” 

Governor  Dukakis  urged 
parents  who  have  youngsters 
under  age  6  to  pick  up  a  set  of 
these  booklets  free  of  charge 
at  their  local  police  stations.

Among  them  was  a  1917  quarter.  This  coin  is  almost  new  in 
condition,  but  the  word  “QUARTER”  was  a  bit  rubbed. 
Could  you  tell  me  the  value? 

A.  This  coin  is  a  Standing  Liberty  Quarter,  which  was 
minted  between  1916  through  1930.  Your  coin  is  either 
worth  18  dollars  or  30  dollars,  depending  on  the  type  of  the 
mint.  You  see,  in  1917,  there  were  two  types  of  quarters 
made.  They  are  the  type  I  and  type  II.  The  type  I  in  fine 
condition  is  worth  about  30  dollars,  while  the  type  II  is  worth 
about  18  dollars. 

SAMPLE 

Q.  Is  it  true  that  you  are  not  supposed  to  keep  valuable  coins 
in  jars? 

A.  This  is  true  because  the  coins  rub  together  and  become 
scratched  on  their  surfaces,  therefore  reducing  their  value. 
The  best  way  to  house  coins  is  to  store  them  in  plastic  coin 
tubes,  which  are  available  at  any  local  coin  dealer.

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Sportsman's  Corner 

By  Bill  Chiba 

I  think  that  the  fastest  growing  sport  at  present  is  Cross 
Country  Skiing.  A  few  years  ago  skiers  were  those  who 
climbed,  or  were  pulled  up  to  the  top  of  a  mountain,  and 
then  spent  the  next  few  seconds  plummeting  down  a  few 
hundred  feet  to  the  bottom.  The  new  breed  of  skier  is  more 
concerned  with  exercise  and  winter  scenery,  and  those 
indescribable  values  that  hikers,  hunters  and  fishermen 
understand  but  find  difficult  to  explain. 

Most  of  the  forests  and  parks  land  under  control  of  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Management  are  open  to 
cross  country  skiing,  but  some  of  the  areas  are  more 
amenable  to  the  skier  through  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  trails.  Those  in  the  state  parks  and  forests 
are  marked  with  blue  colored  triangular  markers  which 
serve  as  both  trail  markers  and  directional  signs: 
Ski-touring  trails  may  consist  of  improved  trails,  unplowed 
gravel  or  paved  forest  roads  or  a  combination  of  all  three. 

With  the  advent  of  cross  country  skiing  becoming  so 
popular,  the  old  cliches  need  re-iterating.  If  you  get  lost  or 
find  yourself  a  long  way  from  the  car.  your  starting  point, 
and  daylight  is  waning.  .  .  DO  NOT  PANIC.  .  .  sit  down  and 
think.  By  sitting,  you  are  conserving  vital  energy.  If  you 
must  spend  the  night,  make  camp  early.  Make  camp  near 
water,  gather  at  least  ten  armloads  of  firewood. 

Hypothermia  is  the  most  formidable  danger  associated 
with  winter  recreation  because  it  can  sneak  up  on  even  the 
most  experienced  sportsman.  It  is  a  cold  injury  in  which  the 
body  cannot  produce  as  much  warmth  as  it  loses.  When  cold 
reaches  the  brain,  the  internal  body  temperature  srops.  ‘‘If 
not  halted  immediately,  death  may  result  within  two 
hours.  The  chief  causes  are:  improper  dress,  over 
exhaustion,  improper  eating  and  drinking,  and  getting  wet. 

Danger  signals  of  hypothermia  include,  grogginess, 
intense  shivering,  difficulty  in  manual  dexterity,  slurred 
speech,  sluggish  thinking.  REMEMBER!!  Do  not' be  fooled 
into  thinking  you  are  alright.  Sluggish  thinking  may  lull  you 
to  a  false  sense  of  security. 

Treatment  procedure  for  hypothermia  is  to  stop 
immediately,  drink  hot  (sweet  if  possible)  liquids  and  eat 
high  energy  foods  such  as  a  candy  bar  or  jerky,  rewarm  your 
body  with  dry  clothing.  Do  not  eat  snow.  Melt  and  heat  it  if 
necessary  .  Get  out  of  the  wind.  Find  shelter  and  build  a  fire. 

If  a  sleeping  bag  is  available,  strip  off  wet  clothes  and  get 
into  the  bag.  Meanwhile,  getting  your  clothes  as  dry  as 
possible.  Keep  drinking  the  hot  liquids  until  your 
temperature  is  back  to  normal. 

When  out  traveling  with  your  children,  observe  them 
closely.  Shivering  is  not  a  natural  state  of  affairs  and 
hypothermia  might  just  be  taking  over.

Vermont  s  final  tallies  for  deer,  bear  and  turkey  season 
results  were  recently  announced  by  the  Fish  and  Game 
Deaprtment.  Despite  a  slow  start  and  some  hand  wringing 
despair  from  a  few  individuals  who  figured  the  deer  herd 
had  crashed,  the  October  bow  and  arrow  season  figure  was 
an  all  time  record  and  the  regular  November  season 
produced  over  10,000  bucks. 

Season  totals  were  2,094  for  the  bow  and  arrow  deer 
season,  10,029  for  the  regular  deer  season,  136  bear,  201 
turkeys  last  spring,  and  1,043  turkeys  in  the  fall.
